ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 
A trapezoid signal generating circuit has a charging 
and discharging circuit for a capacitor to generate a 
trapezoid signal which has less change at its rising portion 
and falling portion. Current output circuits supply a 
charging current and a discharging current in accordance with 
a voltage outputted from a current control circuit, 
respectively. The current control circuit has a charging and 
discharging circuit similar to the charging and discharging 
circuit, and produces an output voltage. This voltage 
increases in accordance with a linear function for a period 
from a time point when an input signal changes its level to a 
time point when the voltage reaches a reference voltage, and 
decreases thereafter in accordance with a linear function. 
The current flowing into the capacitor also increases and 
decreases in accordance with the linear function, so that the 
terminal voltage of the capacitor increases and decreases in 
accordance with a quadratic function. 
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
